By the 7th George the III., cap. 48, no person can be 
admitted to vote who has not been in possession of Stock 
for Six Calendar Months, unless such Stock shall have been 
acquired by bequest, or by marriage, or by succession to an 
Intestate’s Estate, or by the Custom of the City of London, 
or by any deed of settlement after the death of any person 
who shall have been entitled for life to the dividends of such 
Stock. 

The Transfer Books of the Company will he closed on 
Monday, the 16th, till Wednesday, the 25th inst.

REPORT. 


The Governor and Committee have much pleasure in 
informing the Proprietors that the Barque “ Lady Head ” 
arrived in safety from Moose Factory on the 21st of October, 
with the returns of the Southern Department for Outfit 1873, 
in addition to those shipped last year, which were detained 
in Hudson’s Bay, as explained in the Report issued in June 
last. The Committee are happy to state that the cargo has 
been delivered here in good order. 

The quantities of these collections compare favourably 
with the average returns of the Southern Department for 
the past ten years, and the Committee are glad to state that 
they have received encouraging reports of the prospects of 
the Fur Trade in that quarter. 


The bulk of the Furs of the Northern Department have 
this season been sent home hy way of Red River, and by 
J^^^^j^steamer from New York. Those collected at York Factory 
and the neighbouring Coast Ports were shipped hy a 
small vessel belonging to the Company, named the “ W alrus.” 
Intelligence has been received by telegraph that this vessel 
has unfortunately been on shore at Nottingham Island, in 
Hudson’s Strait, on her homeward voyage. The latest 
advices from St. John’s, Newfoundland, state that the 


“ Walrus ” arrived there in a leaky condition, after having 



jettisoned a portion of her cargo. The vessel was being 
repaired and made ready for the voyage to London with the 
remainder of the cargo, the particulars of which have not 
yet been received. The Ship and Cargo are covered by 
Insurance. 

The Committee are glad to be in a position to state that 
the Returns of the Northern Department for Outfit 1873 
exceed those of the previous year, and that the general 
business of the Company throughout the country continues 
to be prosecuted with vigour and success. 

They have received a most satisfactory report of the 
trial trip of the Steamer “ Northcote,” on the Saskatchewan, 
which river she ascended without difficulty as far as Carlton, 
a distance of 500 miles. At this point it was deemed 
inexpedient to proceed farther, the water in the river being 
usually low towards the end of August, when the trip was 
made; but there appeared no doubt that earlier in the 
season the voyage to Edmonton, a further distance of 
500 miles, could be accomplished. 

The result of this trial is most important. It gives promise 
of affording immediate relief to the Officers in conducting the 
transport business in the interior by means of Steamers on 
Lake Winnepeg and the Saskatchewan, instead of the old 
methods, which have latterly been attended with much 
difficulty, occasional failures, and gradually increasing cost. 

The Accounts of several of the Districts for Outfit 1873 
have not yet come to hand, but looking to the advices 
already received, and the prospect of moderately good prices 
being obtained for Furs in Spring, the Committee feel 
themselves justified in recommending an interim Dividend 
of 8s. per Share.

During the past season the Province of Manitoba has 
attracted a large number of immigrants, who have been 
the means of giving an impetus to trade and increasing 
the general prosperity of the Province. 

The steps already taken for the construction of the 
Pembina and Fort Garry Railway, and the prosecution of 
other public works, have also had the effect of drawing 
attention to the importance of the Lands in Manitoba and 
its immediate neighbourhood. 

The Company have availed themselves of the opportunity 
of offering a further quantity of the Building Lots at Fort 
Garry for sale. The Sale took place on the 15th October, 
when 50 Lots, each measuring 120 feet by 50 feet, were 
sold at an average of $450 each. The purchasers have 
the option of extending the payments over a period of 
four years. 

In compliance with the desire expressed by various 
Shareholders, a statement of the Company’s land and map 
published in 1872, are now reproduced. 

The Committee are glad to state that the Dominion 
Government have recently concluded an important treaty 
with the Indians inhabiting the region between Fort Ellice 
and the South Branch of the Saskatchewan—a large tract of 
country which appears to be eminently fit for settlement 
when proper communication has been extended to it. 

The presence of a well-organised body of mounted police 
at various sections in the Saskatchewan district of country 
affords protection to life and property, and will no doubt 
prevent to a great extent illicit traffic in spirits with the 
Indians. 



It will be the duty of the Proprietors at the present Court 
to elect a Governor, Deputy-Governor, and Committee, for 
the ensuing year. 

The present Governors and Directors offer themselves for 
re-election.
